Results came faster than an¬ 
ticipated. It was all over by 
midnight. 

One of the windows that 
stayed bright until daylight 
was in City Hall where City 
Clerk Marie Warfel and her 
assistant, Mrs. Lucille Travis, 
worked through the night and 
all the next morning to record 
the results of the local vote— 
the biggest in Sierra Madre’s 
history.

CHICAGO — Stephen Decatur, 
one of America’s foremost sea 
heroes, whose exploits in the Trip¬ 
olitan Wars at the turn of the 19th 
century, the War of 1812 and Al¬ 
gerian War of 1815, are among the 
most brilliant in American naval 
history, is*finally being honored by 
a statue. 

The first full-length sculpture of 
Decatur has been completed by the 
noted Chicago artist, John David 
Brcin.

Dis¬ 
solve gelatin in hot liquid (juice 
drained from pineapple plus wa¬ 
ter to make m C.).

the rubbish and other sanita¬ 
tion problems were so great 
that towns failing to solve them 
were forced to move to new lo¬ 
cations. Although these prob¬ 
lems are handled more intelli¬ 
gently in the present day, con¬ 
ditions still require the full co¬ 
operation of residents. 


at each visit. So much time 
would be saved by the contain¬ 
er method that the contractor 
could make two visits per 
month instead of one. If citi¬ 
zens cooperate by not carrying 
rubbish to the road until time 
for removal the city could be 
rid of its present “Tobacco Road 
appearance.” 

If the system be too much 
of a hardship for residents, the 
plan could be put into effect 
gradually, between now and 
March 1, at which time all resi¬ 
dents would be expected to 
comply with the new require¬ 
ments. Containers can be pur¬ 
chased through the rubbish re¬ 
moval contractor, who now is 
John Avedisian, or other 
sources. 

In supplying this informa¬ 
tion, Baker remarked that in 
the days of Rome and Carthage 


which he hopes Sierra Madre 
will use before the local trash- 
hauling contract expires Mar. 
1. The new method, based upon 
San Diego’s successful system, 
would require the use of con¬ 
tainers, furnished by residents 
themselves. 

These containers should be 
metal, or waterproof wood, or 
waterproof fibre, with on in¬ 
terior projection which could 
cause waste material to stick 
when container is being emp¬ 
tied. The proportions, described 
by San Diego’s department of 
public works, division of sani¬ 
tation, would preferably be 
larger at the top diameter than 
the bottom, to make the con¬ 
tainers easier to empty, but 
straight-sided cylinders also 
would be acceptable. Rectangu¬ 
lar wooden containers with a 
capacity of not over two and 
one-half cubic feet might be 
used so long as they remained 
in good condition. 

Containers which do not meet 
requirements, or deteriorate to 
the point of being flimsy or 
unsafe, would be tagged once 
and, if put out again, would be 
removed as rubbish. 

In the case of fallen limbs 
or similar objects, the pieces 
should be cut or sawed into 
lengths not over four feet and 
tied at both ends. 

If the new method is adopt¬ 
ed, residents will be supplied 
with calendars to be marked by 
the rubbish removal contractor
